The illegality of the Warren Courts action is recog¬ 
nized definitely by Congress—in flat contradiction with 
the fiat of these nine politicians—in its explicit acknowl¬ 
edgement of Alaska’s right to govern its own schools 
forever. This right (not in any sense a "grant ) has never 
been questioned in the case of the other ten sister states, 
which also possess it by explicit declaration This means 
or should mean (in lieu of other possible fiats) that it 
is a common constitutional right of all the states in the 
Union The amazing part of the otherwise good bill of 
.Senator Talmndge, which ohviously puts this "right" in 
great and unnecessary jeopardy, is at the best a work of 
supererogation, like the attempt to pass a law to establish 
that a person bom in this country of citizen parentage 
needs to be naturalized. It seems rather that a test case 
in some state should first be made in order to find out 
whether or why eleven of our states have rights denied 
to the other thirty-eight. There appears to be some con¬ 
fusion here that needs "judicial" clarification. 

The ilegality of the Court’s behavior is also recognized 
by the Chief Justices of thirty-six of our States and by 
the vast majority of authorities on our government as us¬ 
urpation of legal functioning and violation of their oaths of 
office equivalent to perjury. For it is also perjury and 
treason, as Chief Justice Marshall maintained, merely.to 
abstain from voting, as is so frequently done by the un¬ 
principled moderates.

In the American Bar Association Journal for August, l ;6U, 
the Hon* R. Career Pittman continues his studies which repu- 
diate the current doctrine of egalitarianism. In the introduct¬ 
ion to his contribution, entitled, "Equality Versus Liberty: 
The Eternal Conflict" the editor of the Journal says: Mr. 
Pittman believes that the current emphasis upon 'equality’ is 
misconceived in spite of many statements by responsible 
men that 'equality’ is a basic tenet of American government. 
He argues that by its very nature, 'equality* is inimical to 
'liberty’and his research casts new light upon the eighteenth- 
century meaning of the Declaration of Independence’s state¬ 
ment that 'all men are created equal.’ " Mr. Pittman empha¬ 
sizes that while "many of the so-called 'Civil Rights’ bills 
introduced in the Congress in recent years recite as the 
basis and foundation for their provisions the doctrine that 
Vail men are equal,’ the Declaration never became living law 
in America and no provision of the Federal Constitution or 
Bill of Rights can be traced to it and, as this article will 
demonstrate, its influence on state constitutions has been 
insignificant. No one who helped to write it (the Constitution) 
eonaHr J uA 0pC ic ev . CI asserted the doctrine of human 
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falsity of the "all men are equal" cerebration, which is in¬ 
cidentally the slogan of present communism, has prevented 
any thinker from endorsing it or even mentioning it except 
with his tongue in his cheek. On the other hand, as Piitma^ 
points out, equality is inimical to liberty or freedom, while 
inequality is the very foundation of these blessings. Pittman 
quotes several thinkers such as the following: Alexander 
Hamilton— ''Inequality will exist as long as liberty exists, p 
unavoidably results from that very liberty itself.’' 

"On Aug. 14, 1S62, President Lincoln demonstrated that he 
was not an equalitarian. Speaking to a large group of Neg ro 
delegates in Washington he said: "You and we are different 
races. We have between us a broader difference than exists 
between almost any other two races. Whether it be right or 
wrong I need not discuss: but this physical difference is a 
great disadvantage to us both, as I chink. Even when you 
cease to be slaves you axe yet far removed from being placed 
on an equality with white people. On this broad continent not 
a single man of your race is made the equal of a single man 
of ours. Go where you are treated best, and the ban is still 
upon you. I cannot alter it if I would...See our present condi- 
tion-the country engaged in war, our white men cutting one 
another’s throats, and then consider what we know to be the 
truth. But for your race among us there would be no war, al¬ 
though many men engaged on either side do not care for you 
one way or the other. "It is better for us both to be sepa¬ 
rated." Present writer's emphasis. 

Pittman continues: "No member of the Supreme Court can 
find support for equalitarianism in the fundamental laws of 
his home state.” He shows how enforced equality levels off 
a population until the end result is the dead level of slavery. 
"Myrdal is not the only one to try to make an equalitarian 
Marxist out of Jefferson. Jefferson himself wrote: "Nor is it 
less certain that the two races equally free cannot live in 
the same government." 

Pittman quotes from the "African Observer" of Cape Town, 
S.A., "The most mischievous falsehood in Communist propa¬ 
ganda released in Africa is that all men are born equal." 

"It is inequality," Pittman continues, "that gives enlarge¬ 
ment to religion, to intellect, to energy, to virtue, to love, 
and to wealth. Equality of intellect stablizes mediocrity. 
Equality of religion destroys all creeds. Equality of wealth 
makes all men poor. Equality of energy renders all men 
sluggards.
